The most important of these is the 
treaty with Australia, and it is the one 
against which Mr. Bennett has ful- 
minated most furiously. Without doubt 
he has “got it on the list’ for summary 
execution. 

And how stands Canada's trading 
account with Australia since this treaty 
was negotiated? In 1925, the vear be- 
fore the treaty was made, our total 
trade with Australia was $14,669,799. 
In 1926, after the treaty had been in 
force one year, the total had grown to 
$18,453,800. In 1929 the total was 
$22,955,141; an increase in four years 
well over fifty per cent. 

Our exports to Austrailia in 1925 
amounted to $12,035,086. In 1926 the 
figure was $15,411,746. In 1929 the 
export total was $19,470,305; an in- 
crease of sixty per cent. 

In 1925 Canada imported from 
Australia goods valued at $2,634,713. 
In 1926 the imports were $3,042,054, 
and last year $3,484,836. 

In four years our exports to Aus- 
tralia increased $7,435,319, an@ our im- 


ports from that country increased 
$850,123. The Australians now buy 
about six dollars’ worth of Canadian 


products for every dollar that Canadians 
spend for Australian products. 

Yet this is one of the treaties which 
Mr. Bennett says has been “disastrous 
to Canada”, and which, it is to be 
supposed, he intends to promptly abro- 
cate should the people of Canada put 
the treaty-killing power into his hands 
on the 28th of the present month.
